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This is the thirteenth in a series of annual reports on community college staff 
and salaries. The information in the report was taken from the Staff Data File, 
which was added to the Chancellor's Office Information System in the fall of 1981. Hie report 
covers all community college employees supported by state and district general funds. Not 
included are employees supported by non-public funds, e.g., community service personnel. 

A report of this magnitude could not have been done without the help of district personnel who, 
through diligent effort, collected, prepared, and submitted data on more than 68,000 community 
college employees. Our appreciation is extended not only to those district representatives who 
are listed in the Appendix, but also to the many others who participated behind the scenes. The 
cooperation of the districts has been invaluable in the preparation of this report. 

Like last year, the Appendix of this report doc -s not include district faculty salary schedules. These 
are available as a separate printing but distributed only by request. Call (916) 322-4656 to request 
a copy of the Fiscal Year 1993 -94 faculty salary schedules. 

From the Research and Analysis Unit of the Chancellor's Office, Leonard Shymoniak, assisted by 
Channing Yong and Mary Kl-Bdour, analyzed and edited data, wrote the various computer 
programs to produce the summary tables, and organized the structure and format of the report 
Debra Toner, of the Management information Services Division, worked with district personnel 
to secure as complete reporting as possible and assisted districts with reporting problems. 

The report is designed for those at the state and district levels who use data on community college 
staffing for planning and analytical purposes. We welcome your comments and suggestions on 
ways in which the data may be more usefully displayed.

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ho <?/>or/ o« Staffing and Salaries, Fall 1993, presents demographic, staffing, 
salary, and workload information on all California community college 
employees. Data for this report were collected from all the 71 California community college 
districts and reported as of the first census week of the fall 1993 semester/quarter. 



Information is presented for six major categories of employees in each district: (1) contract and 
regular (full-time) faculty; (2) temporary (part-time) faculty; (3) full-time, non-teaching profes- 
sionals; (4) full-time, certificated administrators; (5) full-time, classified administrators; and 
(6) all other full-time, classified employees. Districts were instructed to report all certificated 
(contract, regular, and temporary) and classified service (regular and probationary) employees 
■ncluding instructors of noncredit classes and personnel on sabbatical or approved leaves-of- 
absence. 

The following employee classifications were not reported: 

1. Substitute and short-term classified employees, employed and paid for less than 75 percent 
(195 days) of a school year, as defined by Education Code Section 88003 

2. Part-time classified employees serving as apprentices and professional experts as defined 
by Education Code Section 88003 

3. Students employed part-time 

4. Community services staff employed on a temporary basis; i.e., those not eligible for suite 
apportionment 

5. Certificated summer-session personnel 

The* report is divided into seven sections. Section I presents data on primary occupational activity, 
lull-time equivalency, and type of assignment for each district's total number of employees. It also 
includes summary information on regular and overload weekly faculty contact hours (WFCH) for 
certificated staff. Section I concludes with a five-year profile on the number of full-time faculty and 
(he average annual salary paid by districts from 1989 to 1993. The sections that follow summarize 
data for each of the six major categories of employees identified earlier. The report does not 
include those few employees who could not be categorized.

Unlike prior year reports, this report does not include the table "Mandatory Contributions and 
Optional Benefits" for contract and regular faculty. In addition, the tables "Weekly Faculty 
Contact Hours (WFCH) Taught," "Weekly Faculty Contact Hours of Overload Taught," and 
"Overload Hourly Rate" for professional employees, certificated administrative employees, and 
classified administrative employees are discontinued. Two new tables are added this year (i.e., 
Table A-2 and Table C-2), providing employee counts at the college level by EEO-6 code and 
assignment, respectively. 

The percentage distributions in the tables are based on known data. The number of cases with 
unreported or unknown data is shown for each table. Further clarification of data and explanation 
of employee exclusions/inclusions in the report are provided in the discussion below and in 
footnotes to the tables. 
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Description of Tables 



Table A presents an unduplieated eount of employees by primary oeeupational activity for each 
district. 1 Each category includes both full-time and less than full-time employees. In this table, 
Executive/ Administrative/Managerial includes certificate and classified staff; Faculty includes 
instructors, as well as counselors, librarians, and nurses. 

Table B shows the full-time equivalency (PTE) of the normal, regular instrucuonal, and non- 
instructional workload for the employees reported in Table A. It should be noted that this table 
does not give the complete FTK count for each district. By definition, no employee was to be 
reported for more than one PTE, and no count is included for the PTE equivalent of overload 
teaching or other additional assignments. 

Table C shows duplicate counts for district employees holding more than one type of assignment 
For example, a classified employee who has a teaching assignment for extra pay in addition to his 
or her classified service assignment, was counted as both a classified employee and part-time 
faculty. (Pull-time faculty who have a teaching overload assignment are not counted as part-time 
faculty.) The table excludes certificated part-time, non-teaching employees— i.e., part-time 
counselors, librarians, and nurses. 

Table D-l presents WFCH for full- and part-time faculty and other certificated staff, broken down 
by regular and overload hours. Percentages are given for hours taught by part-time faculty in 
relation to the total full- and part-time WFCH (excluding overload) and the total of all credit and 
noncredit WFCH. Also included in this table is the percentage of overload WFCH in relation to 
total hours taught. 

Table D-2 is a longitudinal (Fiscal Year 1989-90 to present) look at the number of full-time faculty 
in each district and the average annual full-time faculty salary paid. This summary was prepared 
from prior year reports in this series on staffing and salaries.

Description of Employee Categories 

The following definitions of employee categories apply to Table C and all subsequent tables unless 
otherwise indicated (see Chart 1, page vii): 

Contract and Regular (Full-Time) Faculty— certificated contract and regular employees 
reported on the EEO-6 data element as faculty (excluding counselors, librarians, and 
nurses), and certificated temporary staff reported witn greater than 0.60 FTE and as 
faculty. 

Temporary (Part-Time) Faculty— certificated temporary employees reported with not 
more than 0.60 teaching FTE and the EEO-6 data element as faculty and classified 
employees who have teaching assignments for extra pay in addition to the classified 
service assignment. 

Professional (Full-Time)— Employees reported with 0.85 or greater PTE and an EEO-6 
occupational-activity category of professional/non-faculty, and certificated employees 
reported as faculty who spend 15 or more hours per week as counselors, librarians, or 
nurses. 

Classified Administrative (Full-Time)— classified employees reported with 0.85 o; greater 
FTE with an EEO-6 occupational-activity category of execu tive/administrative/ managerial. 

Classified Employees (Full-Time)— classified employees reported with 0.85 or greater 
FrKwiththeEEO-6categoriesofcicrical/secretarial,technical/paraprofessional, skilled, 

or service/maintenance. 
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The parallel Tables E through J presented in these six sections show 
demographic, staffing, salary, and workload information for the six major 
categories of employees listed in Table C. The definitions used to assign employees to the 
appropriate category is shown in Chart 1. For descriptions of the data elements requested from 
the districts, refer to the Appendix. 

Those who use data from this report should be cautioned that it shows counts and characteristics 
of community college employees for a specific point in time— the October pay period or census 
week of the fall term. It may not reflect temporary faculty who teach irregular schedules duri ig 
the report period. It also does not include temporary employees or those hired on an intermittent 
basis for the spring term only. Changes in employment status of full-time employees (new hires, 
promotions, etc.) occurring during the spring term may not be reflected fully in this fall term 
report.

Finally, unlike prior year reports, this Appendix no longer includes each district's contract/ 
regular faculty salary schedule that was in effect at the time data were submitted to the 
Chancellor's Office. These schedules arc available as a separate printing but distributed only 
upon request Call the Research and Analysis Unit at (916) 322- 4656 to request a copy of the Fiscal 
Year 1993-94 faculty and salary schedules.
